(New) A Aerapeutic agent for treatment of mastitis in catfle 
comprising a composition consisting essentially of glycyrrhizin or pharmaceutically acceptable 
salts thereof as effective ingredients, a buffer, a stabilizer, an antioxidant, and a pharmaceutically 
acceptable carrier, wherein the therapeutic agent is direcfly administered into the mammae of the 
cattle. 
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
